Courageous Marine, 


Slayer of 200 Japs, 
Is Symbol of Service

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Blinded in one eye, wounded 
in the other and pretty badly battered otherwise, Marine 
Private Albert A. Schmid has this solacing, helpful thought: 
His buddies say he killed more than 200 Japanese in one 


bloody night in the Solomons. 

Schmid—Smitty to his pals out there in the islands—is 
recovering in Naval Hospital at San Diego, Cal., where he 
recalled the almost incredible hours he manned a machine- 
gun against hordes of the enemy, mowed them down and 
lived to tell the tale. 

The 22-year-old Marine is from Philadelphia. The Navy 
released his story today. 


Marines, Expecting Japanese Attack, 
Catnap With Trigger Fingers Tensed 


“Attack had been expected by all of us from the moment 
we landed on Guadalcanal on August 7. But for two weeks 
we encountered no real opposition. Now and then a patrol 
party would run into a bunch of snipers. For the most part 
the island was silent, however, except for the swishing of 
cocoanut palms and the occasional chatter of wild life in the 
thick tropical foliage that hemmed our beachhead. Still, we 
knew that the Japs had us outnumbered, perhaps ten to one, 
and that they would attempt to wipe us off the island. I 
think every fellow, in sleeping, catnapped with trigger 
finger tensed. 

“The Japs must have made elaborate preparations for 
what they planned to be our massacre. Two long weeks of 
constant watchfulness went by. Then about 1 o’clock on 
the morning of August 21 came the first real attack. I was 
squatting with two buddies in a machinegun nest as the 
moonlight glistened through the treetops. It made patterns 
of light and dark shadows on the sluggish river that flowed 
down to our beach. 


Huge. Dark, Bobbing Mass of Japs 
Scurry Into Stream in Attempt to Cross 


“Our machinegun nest was positioned.on.the river bank 
at a point where the stream was about 50 yards wide and 
easy to wade. The nearest machinegun to us was 150 yards 
downstream. 

“Suddenly a few scattered shots were fired from across 
the river. The Japs were trying to feel out our positions, 
apparently. 

“Then across the river from us a huge, dark, bobbing 
mass that looked like a herd of cattle scurried down into 
the stream. The Japs were starting to cross. 

“*No you don’t, not tonight,’ I whispered. 

“Johnny Rivers, one of my buddies, swept our machine- 
gun to and fro and the wading Japs started crumpling down 
in the water. I was loading the gun. Rivers was a 23-year- 
old lad from Philadelphia who had turned professional 
boxer just before he entered the Marines. 


Bullets Flying Like Swarm of Bees 
As Hundreds of Enemy Gang Americans 


“Then Johnny got it in the face. I grabbed the machine- 
gun. Lee Diamond, the third man in our hole and our squad 
leader, laid Johnny aside as best he could and started feed- 
ing the gun. Lee is from New York. : 

“By that time bullets were flying around us like a swar 
of bees. I noticed that the nearest machinegun to us—the 
one downstream—had been put out of action after firing 
about 10 shots. Except for some antitank fire extending 
our way at times from further upstream, the only opposi- 
tion that could be given the Japs in our sector was from our 
lone machinegun. 

“How did we feel? There was no feeling to it—no melo- 
drama about it. We just had a job to do and we knew we 
had to do it. Hundreds of Japs were ganged up on the other 
side, hell bent on getting a force across that river. We knew 
that if they succeeded, hordes of Japs would quickly be 
dividing, surrounding and wiping out our forces. So we 
just kept that gun belching back and forth. 

“And the Japs kept sending groups of men, from 35 to 
50 in number, charging down into the water while bullets 
whistled all around us. Several times our antitank guns 
further upstream went out of action completely.

CAIRO, Nov. 10.—#)—Britain’s 
grimly pursuing Eighth Army 
pounded on at the tattered rem- 
nants of the Axis Africa Corps in- 
side the Libyan border today, 
threatening to wipe out the last of 
Field Marshal Rommel’s forces 
even before the Americans could 
close in on them from the west. 

British armor racing to cut off 
the wildly fleeing Nazis was ex- 
pected to skirt Halfaya Pass in an 
effort to pin the survivors against 
the coast, and tonight it was 
thought probable the pursuing 
tanks were roaring along in the 
vicinity of Tobruk, whence the 
British were ousted ignominously 
in Rommel’s push last June.

Trio Is Meeting 
In Rome, Says 


London Report 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—(#/)—Adolf 
Hitler and Benito Mussolini were 
reported in a huddle with Pierre 
Laval in Rome tonight, urgently 
pondering some desperate counter- 
stroke to offset the smashing 
American coup in North Africa 
which exposed all southern Europe 
to Allied attack. 

The desperation of the situa- 
tion facing the Axis chieftains and 
their puppet was emphasized by 
Prime Minister Churchill’s out- 
spoken declaration today that the 
‘North African action was only the 
‘preliminary to a _ grand assault 
upon them. 

Allies Now in Saddle. 

| Official confirmation of the re- 
ported Rome meeting was lacking, 
but the so-called architects of the 
“new order” had enough problems 
to justify a conference and a long 
one. 

| Hitler-Mussolini meetings in the 
| past usually have foreshadowed 
some worldshaking move on their 
part, but this time the Allies were 
in the saddle. The Fuehrer and 
the Duce would ‘have to outdo 
themselves to come up with any- 
thing to surpass the’ brilliant 
American maneuver. 

Numerous tiny cracks — and 
some big ones—opened all through 
the thin underside of Hiitler’s 
“New Europe” and the events of 
the past 72 hours were widening 
them. 


Laval Not in Paris. 

Nothing has been heard of La- 
val since the Berlin radio an- 
nounced yesterday that he had 
gone to “an unannounced destina- 
tion”—which, the broadcast took 
pains to explain, was not Paris 
this time.

The Allied command announced 
that the American Naval-Air Force 
had “overcome to a large degree 
the resistance of French naval 
units along the coast in the Casa- 
blanca area.” Mainstay of this re- 
sistance, the 35,000-ton battleship 
Jean Bart, was a floating pyre cif 
the port of Casablanca, and sup- 
porting Vichy light forces were 
wiped out. 

Evidently, the city of Casablanca 
itself was just barely holding out. 


Success in Sight. 


Rabat, the normal seat of French 
power in Morocco, on the coast 
above Casablanca, evidently was 
isolated and evacuated by the 
Vichy comfmander, General Au- 
guste Nogues. 


> Hence it appeared that in a mat- 
ter of hours the United States 
armies would be in effective con- 
trol of all French North Africa, 
save for eastern Algeria and Tuni- 
sia. 

American contingents evidently 
were well on their way to wWibya, 
either through Tunis or around it, 
although the report of the Bey’s 
acquiescence was received with 
some reserve here, lest it be r-ere- 
ly an attempt to justify the move- 
ment of ‘Axis troops into Tunisia. 


Time and again today, Vichy’s 
radio insisted that “all is calm” in 
eastern and central Algeria and 
Tunisia. Some broadcasts, how- 
ever, reported fighting at Blida, 
25 miles inland from Algiers. 


Darlan Is Prisoner. 

Deep in the desert from con- 
quered Algiers, American columns 
were reported striking southeast 
on a straight line toward Axis 
Tripoli, intending to bypass the 
main defenses of Tunisia and deal 
finally with the German-Italian 
enemy in Africa. 

The chief of all the Vichy armed 
forces, Admiral Darlan, was defi- 
nitely a prisoner of General Eisen- 
hower at Algiers. Old Marshal 
Petain, stubbornly repeating his 
order for resistance, took over 
the diserganized and melancholy 
defense of all French North Africa 
that is left to the Vichy elements. 

Official Allied headquarters ac- 
counts of the fall of Oran said the 
American forces, with tanks, field 
artillery and mortars, had begun 
to infiltrate the outskirts at 7:30 
a. m. in a general attack. 

They were covered by the 12th 
United States Air Force under 
command of Brigadier General 
Doolittle. hero of the Tokyo raid, 
and by British warships and naval 
aircraft. 

It was a pincers movement by 
columns from east and west. 

By 7:30 a. m. the western force 
was about three miles from the 
heart of the city, just west of the 
naval station of Mers El Kebir. 
At the same hour the eastern force 
was seven miles from the center 
of Oran and driving in rapidly. 

One column from this latter 
force was detached to move east- 
ward and deal with a French

Darlan Captive, 
Marshal Petain 
TakesCommand 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—(4)—Admi- 
ral Jean Francois Darlan, head of 
all the Vichy French armed forces, 
has fallen into American hands 


in Algiers and was succeeded 
today by the aged Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain, the chief of state 
in Vichy, who was reported to 
have a Prussian field marshal 
among his commanders in Africa. 

The-sudden realignment of 
French command, with reported 
German collaboration in the fight- 
ing, was notably upset, however, 
by the American disclosure of 
alliance in Africa with General 
Henri Honore Giraud heading 
Fighting French colonials there. 

Giraud, with the unique record 
of having escaped from German 
prisons in both World Wars and 
with an utter contempt for the 
Axis, is reliably reported to have 
a traditional and mutual affection 
for colonial troops. 

Led Maginot Assault. 

The presence in French Africa 
of German Field. Marshal Erwin 
von Witzleben was reported by 
Russian dispatehes from Lisbon te 
Moscow. 

He is a professional soldier who 
entered the German army in 1901 
as a lieutenant, commanded ma- 
chinegun units in 1914-18 and led 
the assault on the Maginot line 
in 1940. 
| The 61-year-old field marshal 
was reported to have been accom- 
panied to Africa by a mixed staff 
of Vichy French and Nazi aides. 

His arrival in Africa was re 
ported simultaneously with the 
report that the Vichy French com- 
mander, Auguste Nogues. had 
moved his headquarters inland in 
Morocco. 

Then Vichy announced all com- 
munication had stopped between 
France and Morocco. 

Darlan U. 8. Captive. 

The announcement of Marshal 
Petain’s resumption of the French 
command, which he had held for 
a time in the last war on the 
Allied side, glossed over the ex- 
planation of what had happened 
to Darlan. 

The announcement from Vichy 
said the 86-year-old chief of state, 
last of the French marshals, took 
| supreme command of the land, 
/naval and air forces today—“in 
the absence of Admiral Darlan.” 

Allied headquarters already had 
announced that Darlan was in 
American custody in Algiers and 
that he is “beirig entertained with 
all the consideration due his rank 
as a naval officer of his distin- 
guished career.” 

The first announcement of Pe- 
tain’s accession had said the mar- 
shal was replacing Darian, but 
then it was amended to make it 
appear that Darlan was merely 
absent for a time. 

Petain in his first order of the 
day said: “At the moment I have 
|to give only one order and that 
is that everyone must fulfill his 
duty with discipline, orderly and 
calmly.” 

However, the Vichy radio an- 
nounced that mass arrests were 
being made in all principal cities 
of unoccupied France. Those jail- 
ed were described as “people who 
are actively helping the enemy 
break up the French empire.” 
To Darlan and his commanders 
in Africa, Petain then said: “f

Conditional Pardon. 


The conditional pardon was 
granted by Talmadge in spite of 
the fact that the State Prison and 
Parole Commission declined on Oc- 
tober 27 to grant Chappell a pa- 
role. 

Talmadge’s order states that 
Lewis Turner, who also was ar- 
rested in connection with the mur- 
der, gave most of the testimony 
upon which Chappell was convict- 
ed and adds: “Turner now repu- 
diates that testimony.” 

“Turner has been convicted 12 
or 15 times for violations of the 
law and is now serving and has 
served a long time in the peni- 
tentiary,” the Governor declared. 
“He also “has, in the past, been 
declared insane and committed to 
the asylum for the insane. 

“Chappell has served with a 
good prison record and is recom- 
mended by the warden under 
whom he has served.” 

Warden W. C. Rowland, of the 
Colquitt county convict camp, 
wrote that Chappell had been in 
his camp since January, 1941, and 
that his conduct had been “highly 
satisfactory,” and that he had “the 
confidence and respect of every 
guard and foreman in this coun- 
ty.” 

Records in Case. 

“Tl know nothing of the records 
in the case,” Warden Rowland 
stated, “but if there could be a 
possible doubt as to his guilt I 
would appreciate, together with 
many others, seeing him have an- 
other chance in life.” 

Superior Court Judge J. H. 
Hawkins, of the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit, who was the trial judge; So- 
licitor General H. G. Vandiviere 
and Sheriff J. F. Hicks, of Cobb 
county, vigorously protested the 
pardon. 

Chappell and three companions, 
Turner and Jason Clark, Carroll 
county convicts, and John Holsom- 
bach, aged inmate of the Carroll 
county almshouse, were charged 
with the death of Peek. 

Convicted of murder in the 
Cobb superior court, Chappell 
filed motion for a new trial, but 
the motion later was suddenly 
withdrawn and he was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. He was 
tried only for the death of Peek. 

During his stay in prison camp, 
sensational charges were hurled 
that Chappell was granted “spe- 
cial privileges.” These charges in- 
cluded statements that he was al- 
lowed to “date” girl friends in 
near-by Moultrie, and attend pic- 
ture shows outside the camp. 

Camp officials stated that Chap- 
pell was employed at the camp as 
an “inmate bookkeeper.”

-MOSCOW, Wednesday, Nov. 11.—(AP)—Military oper- 
ations along the Russian front dwindled almost to skirmish 
level today and foreign observers speculated that the Ger- 
mans might be re-grouping for a new major blow at the Red 
lines now holding firmly from the Baltic to the Black sea. 


The heaviest engagement yes- 
terday was fought along the Black 
sea coast northeast of Tuapse, but 
there the invaders struck with re- 
latively light forces and were 
promptly hurled back, the Rus- 
sians said. 


In Stalingrad there was sharp 
fighting, but in comparison with 
the masses of troops the Germans 
were throwing against the Volga 
stronghold a few weeks ago to- 
day's clashes involved little more 
than heavy patrols and the initia- 
tive lay with the defenders. 


Official Soviet circles withheld 
comment on the progressive reduc- 
tion of action through the past 
few days, but foreign military ob- 
servers held that it would not be 
consistent with Nazi military tac- 
tics to let their still strong Rus- 
sian front forces sit idly by while 
the Soviet strengthens its lines 
and Axis fortunes deteriorate rap- 
idly in the Mediterranean basin 
under the impact of America’s 
first big offensive thrust in this 
hemisphere.

Armistice, Only 

Twenty-four years ago today, on November 
11, 1918, the Armistice which ended fighting on 
the Western front in the first World War, was 
signed. One week earlier, a similar armistice 
had been agreed upon between the Allies and 
Austria. 

Every year, since then, this nation has cele- 
brated “Armistice Day” on November 11. So 
have other nations, Britain and, before the 
surrender of two years ago, France. 

The signing of that armistice signified the 
victory which we and our Allies won in that 
war of a quarter-century ago. The fact that it 
proved to be merely an armistice, instead of 
the continuing peace we then thought, proves 
that we lost the peace that followed, just as 
surely as we had been victorious in actual 


conflict. 

The armistice lasted more than 20 years. But, 
in very real sense, the old war was resumed 
when, in September, 1939, Germany, under a 
new leader, but once again bursting with mili- 
taristic arrogance, plunged Europe into the 
deluge of blood and threatened an entire world 
with slavery. 

Armistice Day, 1942, comes just as the tide 
of war is turning, definitely, against Germany 
once again. The beginning of the end for 
German arms is written so clearly that all may 
see. Even Germans themselves, if they are 
truthfully informed, can but realize the tragic 
debacle that lies ahead for them. 

What it is in the German national tempera- 
ment that makes their nation the international 
gangster of the world, no man may properly 
know. Analysts have said it is fear, or a deep 
sense o.: inferiority, that drives the German 
people into these repeated crimes against the 
world. Knowing themselves to be inferior in 
many respects, they seek, like the gangster 
weakling, to rely upon weapons and force to 
reassure themselves that they are “herrenvolk,” 
or superior creatures. 

Whatever the root cause of these repeated 
wars. the world, as soon as Germany is again 
beaten to her knees and to helplessness, must, 
this time. make sure there can never be resur- 
gence of German militarism, gangsterism. If 
this is not done, it will be futile to talk about 
the peace to follow the war; for it will not be 
peace, it will be only an armistice, to continue 
no longer than needed for Germany to lick her 
wounds, rearm and find new strength. 

Let us, then, today give sincerest thanks for 
the Armistice that came 24 years ago, let us 
pay silent tribute to the brave men who died 
for the cause of peace and freedom in that old 
war, and let us add a prayer that the brave 
men who fight today shall not win a vain 
victory. 

Let us pray that victory, this time, shall 
lead to lasting peace, international ob- 
servance of elemental law and justice, and to 
the dawn of a day of brotherhood for man- 
kind the world over.

The British Eighth Army which smashed 
Rommel’s Afrika Korps in Egypt and has driven 
the broken remnants of that force across the 
Libyan border, was composed, 80 per cent of it, 
of British troops. The remainder consisted of 
Fighting French, Poles, Greeks, etc. The United 
States contributed part of the air force, co- 
operating with the RAF, and some ground tech- 
nicians and repair forces for the mechanized 
equipment.

Chief James L. Beavers 

Death this week of James L. Beavers, retired 
chief of Atlanta police, removed from the local 
scene a figure which had much to do with the 
social history of Atlanta for the past several 
decades. Chief Beavers, during his incumbency 
of that office, was the central figure in a series 
of controversies, but throughout them all, both 
those who supported and those who opposed 
his policies were united in honoring him as a 
man of unswerving integrity. 

James Seavers came to Atlanta from a Geor- 
gia farm while a mere youth. He joined the 
police force and for ten years served as a 
patrolman in the ranks. He then was promoted 
to sergeant and thus began that climb which 
led him to the office of chief in 1911. 

Two or three years later Chief Beavers 
ordered the closing of the then segregated 
district. He was backed by a strong reform 
element, while an almost equally strong faction 
contended that maintenance of such a “red 
light” district was the best way to control what 
was then known as the “social evil.” 

The fight thus begun dragged on, in varying 
forms, for years. Three times Chief Beavers 
was removed from office but, sustained by the 
courts, won his position back as well as back 
pay for the time he had been out. 

After 43 years of service, Beavers retired in 
1932. He has since lived quietly on his pension. 

Chief Beavers was honored by his confreres 
in law enforcement on many occasions. He was 
secretary of the International Association of 
Police Chiefs for two years and was president 
of that organization for two years, in 1928 and 
1929. 

He was a man of high idealism, of unques- 
tioned courage and of utter confidence in his 
beliefs. No man held individual higher respect 
from all Atlanta, regardless of agreement or 
disagreement with his views.

COFFEE CRAZY! 
(From The Brunswick News.) 


The reaction to the coffee rationing order 
takes away just about the last prop from advo- 
cates of trial periods for voluntary self-rationing 
of scarce commodities. Here is a commodity that, 
if packaged in paper, can’t be hoarded worth a 
hoot but is being hoarded just the same, to the 
great detriment of the considerate folks who 
didn’t join the rush. So, until rationing goes into 
effect November 28, a lot of people will have 
more coffee than they can use and a lot more 
will get no more of it than a sniff from the roast- 
ing mills, if they are lucky enough to live in a 
coffee packaging town. Excess supplies will go 
stale, unless unusual methods of preservation are 
used, and tempers will fray all around. 

A month’s time evidently still is needed to 
prepare for rationings, and obviously the secret 
can’t be kept during this period. It would. be a 
blessing if the all-purpose rationing book could 
be speeded up for distribution so that this “coffee 
craze” would be the last of these silly and selfish 
manifestations. However, there is no indication 
that this device, intended to provide “overnight 
rationing,” will be available any sooner than the 
first of the year. 

After this book is out, the only “leak” con- 
cerning allowance programs will be from the 
OPA itself: and since some of its officials seem 
to be of the talkative school, it may be necessary 
to keep them all locked in a room while de- 
cisions on rationing and rationing dates are being 
concluded, in the same way that government 
estimates on the cotton crop used to be estimated.

THE RECORD I never like to throw up my hands and quit on 
anything, so I return, patiently and calmly, to 
the effort being made to bring back prohibition as a war measure, 

Let me start out, as usual, with my premise. 

I never knew liquor to help anyone. I have seen it ruin a 
number of persons. I. do not advocate it. I 
am not writing “for” it. I know full well what 
it does when taken in excess. I know nothing 
good about it. 

I wish, rather plaintively, but without any 
great hope, that this position would be ace 
cepted. The letters | get all start off saying, 
“I see you are writing for liquor and the liquor 
interests.” 

What I am writing about, and as positively 
as I can, is the largely hypocritical campaign 
to bring about prohibition “to protect” our boys. 

I will admit there are many fine, sincere 
people who have been persuaded of the neces- 
sity of such a move. But, I believe the orig- 
inators of it, such as the recently defeated Josh 
Lee, originated it for hoped-for political gain. 

There is much said about the “temptations” 
near the Army camps. 

The facts are there are less temptations 

about them than in other cities. 

The facts are that church attendance at the camps is far greater 
than that in the civilian churches. The facts are that Army offi- 
cials, from top to bottom, insist that the American soldier, your boy 
and the boy from your street, is the best behaved soldier we have 
ever had. 

It does burn me up to have a lot of professional prohibitionists 
use an American soldier as a political football; and to say that, 
just because he puts on the uniform of his country, he immediately 
wants to become a booze hound and a chaser after tramp women. 
It isn’t true. I think it is an insult to our soldiers, sailors and 
Marines, who can behave themselves without any help from the 
professional moralists. 

I’m for the soldier, and I’m going to stay for him. I don’t think 
aoe a beast, or is likely to become one, just because he has on @ 
uniform. 


PROHIBITION Prohibition was such a vicious failure that I 
9 not see how anyone can argue it had any 
virtues beyond the ideal. 

My ticket is for stricter. regulation and for plenty of education 
as to the very harmful effects, the destructive effects, of excessive 
use of alcohol. 

My argument is we are doing a swell job along that line. We 
are making progress. Definite progress. I cannot imagine anyone 
seriously wishing to swap it for prohibition, and all the fungus 
growth of crime, disrespect for law, and the glorification of drink- 
ing which it inspired. 

I began working for a newspaper almost at the beginning of 
prohibition, and I saw, from close at hand, what it meant. The 
present condition of control is so much better there is, in my honest 
opinion, no comparison. The present control is not strict enough. 
The reason it isn’t strict enough is that prohibition made boot- 
legging so attractive, and so corrupted law-enforcement bodies. that 
control is difficult. There are some counties in Georgia where the 
law-enforcing officers are connected with bootlegging and they 
lead the fight to keep their counties “dry.” That grew out of pro- 
hibition. It can be corrected, and is being corrected. 

You do not solve this problem with a prohibition law. You solve 
it with common sense and with education and from increasingly 
strict control. 

That's my ticket. I am not writing “for” liquor. I assuredly 
am not influenced by anything except information and an honest 
conviction. 


LET’S BE HONEST Two ministers wrote me: I am sure both 
were, and are, sincere, 

Yet I could not help but be amazed. 

By insisting on a law to protect the soldiers from temptation, 
they were, in effect, saying that all they had taught their young 
men, all they had told them of the admittedly harmful effects of 
excess, had had no effect at all; that their young men were weak 
dolts who would fall into the first evil presented. 

I do not think they have thought it through. 

This generation of young people is the finest one we have ever 
had. It has better morals, more common sense, and more forth- 
rightness than any other generation. We didn’t give them much to 
go on. Our history, since the other war, hasn't been one to inspire 
them. Yet they've got the goods. They are showing that 

I want to be honest with them. They are not surrounded by 
temptations and succumbing to them. Let’s be honest and think 
straight. . 

They are going to church—the record shows it—at a rate sue 
perior to the civilian rate. They are engaging in healthful recrea- 
tion. They are decent, Christian boys. 

Let us not be taken in by the propaganda of the professionals 
who would bring back prohibition with all its evils, claiming they 
wish to protect ‘“‘the boys.” 

One man said that Pearl Harbor was caused by drink. A con- 
gressional investigation found that positively not true. There are 
so many false propaganda stories. One sent me was that all drink- 
ing nations have gone down to defeat. There never has been a dry 
nation, so it adds up both ways. 

We are doing a winning job with the liquor evil. 
a winning job, it is at least the best job we've done. 

Let’s keep on the common-sense way—educate and regulate and 
control. We are showing it can be done. We haven't done enough. 
Sweden, Denmark, Norway and others have shown what can be done. 

Meanwhile, I believe in the American boy in uniform. 

I believe in his fineness, in his decency, and his manhood. 

No one is going to make me believe that, just because he puts 
on a uniform, he is a potential beast who must have special laws 
to allow him to be the man he is. Let’s look, rather, to ourselves.

When 
he tries to get an order for goods, the fact that he needs it makes 
him think he is asking a favor. He feels like a beggar asking for 
charity, and his hurt pride makes him wish to say: “Take it or 
leave it, and go to thunder.” 

If he had a million bucks to give him confidence, he could 
make a game of selling and enjoy it. 

It is a game requiring practice and skill and careful planning. 
The opponent is called “sales resistance,” and the effort to overcome 
it should be as impersonal as the playing of a bridge hand. Does 
the young man feel like a beggar when he is trying to win a game 
of bridge? os! 

He shouldn't feel that way in any case, unless he is selling 
something that isn’t worth the money. The salesman who offers 
a fair value is not asking a favor but offering to do one. 

The prospective customer has money, but it is only paper and 
metal, useless except as he can exchange it for goods or service. 
The fortunate man is not the one who has the most money which 
he never will use, but the one who can command and enjoy the 
most good things produced by others. 

The salesman, like the truck and the freight car, is a useful 
link in theesystem that delivers goods from the producer to the 
consumer. When he offers honest goods or services to customers, 
he is helping them to get the benefit of their money and enjoy the 
good things of this world. It is a real service, and the servant is 
worthy of his hire. 

Nobody has reason to feel embarrassed or inferior while trying 
to do other people a favor.

Editor, Constitution: In Glad- 
stone Williams’ column of Novem- 
ber 9, I notice ‘the following state- 


ment: 

“He (President Roosevelt) pre- 
dicted that the 1940 national elec- 
tions would wipe out the consider- 
able gains the Republicans piled 
(up in 1938, He proved to be en- 
‘tirely correct.” 

Is Mr. Williams right about this? 
Let us look at the figures: 

In 1938 the Republicans gained 
80 seats in the house. In 1940 
they lost seven of these, leaving 
them with a net gain of 73 seats 
over 1936, and making the Presi- 
dent more than 90 per cent wrong 
in his prediction. 

In the senate figures, he was 
even more in error. The Repub- 
licans gained six seats in 1938. 
In 1940 this gain was increased 
by five additional seats, making a 
total gain of 11 seats over 1936. 

Mr. Williams should be a little 
more careful in his assertions, Er- 
rors like the above are inexcusable 
in- a Washington correspondent. 
They are hard to explain unless Mr. 
Williams is, as I suspect, a New 
Deal sycophant and intentionally 
tries to deceive.

Federal Reserve Board

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—() 
In its first legal crackdown un- 
der terms of the consumer credit 


regulations which have been in 
effect for six months, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board today suspend- 
ed for one week the operating 
license of eight southern furniture 
stores for alleged failure to com- 
ply with the provisions. 

Under terms of the regulations, 
the license of Otis Clark, Fred 
Clark and Mrs. Otis Clark was 
suspended from November 22 to 
November 28, both dates inclu- 
sive, the board announced. 

The three operate six stores in

While doors of the eight stores 
must be closed for business dur- 
ing the week, terms of the sus- 
pension order do not prevent pay- 
ment “of obligations, including sal- 
aries and wages to employes, and 
normal accounting operations and 
collections,” the announcement 
stated. 

In announcing the suspension, 
the board said the operators had 
given assurance that in the fu- 
ture they would comply with all 
the provisions. .

Plans To Observe 
200thAnniversary 


All organizations of the W. M 
S. of the United Lutheran church 
in America are this month cele- | 
brating throughout the United 
States the 200th anniversary of the 


arrival in America of Henry Mel- 
choir Muhlenberg, father of a line 
of descendents distinguished in 
the fields of the church, the pro- 
fessions and the state, patriot of, 
the Revolution and also of the 
French and Indian war, a total of 
17 vears. 

The son of consecrated Christ- 
jan parents of Einbeck, Germany, 
he received a thorough scholastic 
training, taught school and _ in| 
March. 1735 enrolled in the Uni- | 
versity of Goettingen, among its | 
first group of students. Upon | 
completion of the course, Muhlen- 
berg went to Halle, great center of | 
religious training which comprised 
an orphanage, a Bible house and | 
a training school for missionaries 
and other Christian workers. Here 
he taught Hebrew, Greek and 
theology. Dr. Muhlenberg was 
ordained to the ministry in the 
city of Leipzig in 1739. 

With this background, when the 
call came from Lutherans who 
had settled in Pennsylvania, Mr. | 
Muhlenberg sailed for America| 
and landed in Charleston, S. C., in 
the fall of 1742. In Savannah he 
paid his respects to Governor 
Oglethorpe and the two Lutheran 
pastors, Boltzius and Gronau, who 
had preceded Muhlenberg by 
eight years. He also visited the 
Salzburg colony at Ebenezer, Ga. 

In his adopted land he married 
Mary Ann Weiser. Their oldest) 
son, Peter, was a distinguished | 
general in the Revolutionary war 
and active in the early govern- 
ment of Pennsylvania. The second 
son, Frederick, became first | 
speaker of the United States con- | 
gress. The third son, Henry, to'| 
escape the vengeance of the Tories 
when Philadelphia was captured 
by the British, was forced to flee 
for his outspoken loyalty to the 
congress. The husbands of the two 
youngest daughters were army of- 
ficers while the two oldest mar« 
ried an assistant and a young col- 
league of their father. 

It is to Muhlenberg’s credit that 
the first synodical organization 
found its inception in 1748 in St. 
Michael's church in Philadelphia: 
together with a small group of 
ministers, was created a “common 
service’ that would be alike in all” 
churches. In his later years he 
rompiled a hymnal and was care- 
ful to admit only those hymns 
that were acceptable both as mu- 
sic and as Christian teaching. 

From his earliest ministry, 
Muhlenberg advocated only the 
highest standards of theological 
education and to him Lutherans 
in America owe a debt of grati- 
tude. He paved the way for the 
later development of institutions, 
including a theological seminary.

He asked that large advertisers | 
withhold heavy mailings of cata- 
‘logs, calendars, etc., during Decem- 
ber and suggested that calendars | 
‘be mailed for delivery before De- 
‘cember 1. His request, he said, 
does not apply to current advertis- 
af ing matter pertaining to — 
sales. 

Together with the plea to aan 
early, he issued directions for the 
mailing of packages. Sharp articles 
must be packed so that they can- 
not cut through the wrapping. 
Fragile articles, in addition to the 
usual packing to prevent breakage, 
must, in addition, be so prepared 
that should an article be broken 
in transit, no particles can escape 
from the package. Perishable and 
fragile articles should be 
marked. 

Boxes of cigars wrapped only in 
‘paper will not be accepted 
mailing. It will be necessary for 
‘reinforcing material to be placed 
‘around the wooden cigar box be- 
fore wrapping to meet postal re- 
quirements, the postmaster said. 

No parcel, he pointed out, may 
measure more than 100 inches, 
length and girth combined, and 
none may weigh more than 70 
pounds.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(AP)—President Roosevelt re- 
vealed today that the North African campaign grew out of 
discussions that began more than 10 months ago, said the in- 
vasion was going well, and indicated it was a forerunner of 
vaster offensives against the Axis. 


At the same time, however, he | 
reiterated an old warning against | 
extremes of optimism and pessi- | 
mism arising from the day-to-day | 
developments of the war. |

sive began in the fields, in the; 
factories, the mines and in con- 
versations with Prime Minister | 
Churchill when he visited Wash- | 
ington at the end of 1941, the) 
President asserted at a press con- | 
ference. Roughly, the establish- | 
"ment of a second front followed 
this time table, he said: 

The desirability of an offensive 
was discussed with Churchill and 
by the joint staffs of Britain and 
the United States. Various of- 
fensives were considered, particu- | 
larly the possibility of a large-| 
scale frontal attack on the Nazi- | 
held French shore of the English 
channel. 

After this proposal had been 
weighed in the light of the neces- 
Sary numbers of men, munitions 
and ships, it was decided that al- 
though it was feasible it could not 
be undertaken in 1942 with a rea- | 
sonable chance of success. When 
Churchill returned to Washington | 
in early June, the issue had be- | 
come whether the United Nations 
should wait and launch a large- 
scale attack in 1943, or start a 
smalier offensive elsewhere in 
1942. 

A good many possible points of 
attack were considered. By the 
end of June a final decision was 
made to attack in North Africa in 
1942. 

By the end of July, the places 
to be assaulted. the numbers of 
needed men, planes, tanks, guns 
and ships had been determined. 

By the end of August the ap. 
proximate date had been set and 
the order given for the invasion. 

The date. Mr. Roosevelt said, 
was set without anyone thinking 
of whether it fell before or alter 
election day. In that connection— 
and some have claimed that Re- 
publican successes would have 
been limited if the offensive had 
started before instead of after the 
election—the President quoted 
James F. Byrnes, the director of 
economic stabilization, saying jok- 
ingly that Mr. Roosevelt should 
have set election day for a week 
later, just as he made Thanksgiv- | 
ing a weck earlier. 

Tells of Preparations. 


Throughout the summer and 
fall, while the preparations were | 
being made, the President said, 
both he and Mr. Churchill had to 
take it on the chin when outsiders, | 
ignorant of the military facts, dis 
cussed the necessity for a second | 
front. All the while, he pointed 
out, the second front had already 
been acetermined upon. 

In a World War, he went on to 
fav. you can't simply go into a de 
partment store and buy a second 
front—a second front is like a 
suit of clothes that is tailor-made 
by experts with no delivery for 
several months. He thought, he 
added, that most people had now 
learned that to be the case. 


When hundreds of thousands of 
lives are involved, he continued, | 
the leadership has to try to ‘con- 
dition war operations on what. is 
called = reasonable chance of suc-| 
cess.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—(4)—The 
probability that Allied bombers 
soon will attack Italy from new 
North African bases was reported 
today coincident with news that 
the RAF had raided Hamburg and 
other targets. in northwest Ger- 
many in force last night for the 
first night assault on the Reich 
since October 15. 

The air attacks on Germany and 
Nazi-occupied territory resumed a 
a round-the-clock schedule as RAF 
and Boston medium bombers plas- 
tered the Le Havre docks for the 
second successive day. 

About 200 Spitfires and United 
States Army Air Force squadrons 
protected the Bostons, and ma- 
chinegunned German targets be- 
tween Cherbourg and Le Havre. 

At Havre, pilots reported, bombs 
peppered the harbor, hit a quay 
and struck a passenger station. 

One pilot spotted two FW 190s 
over the channel and engaged 
them and reported, “One machine, 
ripped by shot, turned slowly to its 
side and then plunged into the 
sea.”
